The proposal includes both a re- 


duction in the electric light rates and 
an addition to the Borough general 
fund, which will eventually save tax. 
payers approximately a mill and a 
half on the present assessed valu* 
tion of properties in Emporium. 


This money will come from the dis- 


tribution of the present annual sur- 
plus in the operation of the electric 
light plant which it is estimated *ill 
run between $13,000 and $15,000 per 
year. Up to the present time, this 
surplus has been applied to a re- 
duction of -the electric' light bonds, 
which in 1921 amounted to $30,000, 
and which have now teen paid."
